TENDING to have love for man, look at the cross. 

Rebellion of free wills will never change God’s plan. 
Adam’s choice did not change God’s judgments. After 
Adam's transgression, God said, “Dust thou art, and unto 
dust shalt thou return.” God, at the first, came down 
to create, and then, when the serpent overthrew His 
Creation, God came down to save. 

The second Adam said, after his temptation in the 
synagogue at Nazareth, “The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me::.to preach the gospel to the poor...to heal the 
brokenhearted, to preach deliverance to the captives, 
and recovering of sight to the blind, to set at liberty 
them that are bruised.” 

The story of Jesus is the most amazing story of history. 
A peasant boy, born over 1,900 years ago in Bethlehem, 
He had no education to speak of. He never traveled one 
hundred miles from home. He cared nothing for money, 
popularity, or politics. He headed no popular reform. 
He grew up in an atmosphere of small things and worked 
at a carpenter’s bench until He was thirty years of age. 
He preached three short years and incurred the ill will 
of the religious group, disappointed His followers, and 
was executed. This is the Man who has lifted the nations 
from darkness and changed the whole course of history. 

God knew about the problems of our day, and the solu- 
tion for these problems are in God’s Son, the Christ of 
Calvary. The whole system of redemption and salvation, 
as given by the Bible, is based on the idea that man is 
sinful and needs redemption. The range of man’s charac- 
ter is wide; it ranges from that of Judas to that of Jesus.

Man’s intellect, imagination, passion, and ambition seem 
infinite. There in infinite capacity for joy, loyalty, sin- 
cerity, gentleness, humility, courage, conviction, and god- 
liness. On the other hand this same human being has 
the capacity for the deepest, darkest, nastiest, and most 
devastating sins against self, society, and God. The Bible 
is mindful of the sinfulness of man. “The flesh lusteth 
against the spirit, and the spirit against flesh.” “When 
lust hath conceived, it bringeth forth sin, and sin when 
it is finished, bringeth forth death.” Fools make a mock 
at sin. “Your iniquities have separated between you and 
your God.” By one man’s disobedience many were made 
sinners, and so by the obedience of one many shall be 
made righteous. “Though your sins be as scarlet, they 
shall be white as snow; though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be like wool.” The blood of Jesus Christ, His 
Son, cleanseth us from all sin. 


THE MIDDLE AGES had much to say about 
the seven great classic sins: pride, envy, anger, sloth 
(which is spiritual laziness, or lack of feeling), avarice 
(or insatiable covetousness), gluttony, and sensuality. 
Not much is said about these sins today. But the harm 
of sin goes on, whether we recognize it or not. In this 
streamlined age in which we live, we might add others 
to that catalogue of sins. One philosopher said our worst 
sins are policies without principles, wealth without works, 
pleasure without conscience, knowledge without charac- 
ter, industry without morality, science without humanity, 
and worship without sacrifice. This man understood life 
today. Effort has been made to find out what the sins 
of the Christians are. Maybe we could state it as follows: 
Over emphasis of a ritual, failure to communicate the 
gospel of Christ to the world. Then, so many live stiff, 
rigid, unadjusted lives. Mental and spiritual stubborn- 
ness cost the kingdom of God a great deal. We need to 
be alive. Life is so fatiguing, we become weary in well- 
doing. This is a great age. There is a great opportunity 
for the Church. The field is white, and the call is great, 
but our ears are dead to it. There are sights to dazzle 
our eyes, but we see not. Our deadness is a sin against 
the race and the age. The world is full of prodigals, and 
all of the prodigals are not in rags, either. Some of them 
live in palaces and attend nice churches. God was not 
pretending when He sent His Son into this old sin-laden 
world that the sons of Adam might have life and light 
in this present world. We can live victorious lives, for 
God’s Son has subdued every foe of mankind, and is at 
the right hand of God to make intercession for us. 


SIN HAD INTRODUCED DEATH, and man 
had become the serpent’s slave. Death had to be abol 
ished; God’s claims had to be met. Could man alon 
do that? No. He could not assist God in the plan of re- 
demption. The fall did not take God by surprise. He knew 
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Pretending 


the end from the beginning and made provisions for 
man’s redemption. John saw Him as a lamb slain from 
the foundation of the world. Calvary is older than Eden, 
and the plan of redemption precedes the fact of crea- 
tion. Christ’s death was not an accident but part of a 
system. Therefore, Calvary becomes the highest peak in 
history. Calvary becomes the meaning of all that God 
has done and planned. God was not to be defeated in a 
world that He created. He will, at any cost, have a people 
who will be complete in Christ. God, from all eternity, 
stood ready for the utmost sacrifice that human salva- 
tion demanded. It remains more than our hearts and 
understandings have ever comprehended or can compre- 
hend. It is a sacrifice to satisfy all demands on us, and 
is God’s way of saying, “Meet me here at Calvary.” The 
drunkard has not to wait until he is cured nor. thief until 
he is an honest man, before they can find salvation in 
the cross of Christ. 

Never let it be declared that the only love seen on the 
cross is that of Jesus. The love of the Father is there, 
also. If there was a cross on Calvary there must have 
been a cross in the heart of. God. It is not only the 
passion of Jesus on earth, but also the passion of God 
in heaven. The sin and pain and the need of the world 
mounted up and reached the very heart of God. We 
have the assurance that God not only beholds our sor- 
rows, but shares them. God did not wait until men re- 
pented before He sent Christ. It was while we were yet 
sinners that Christ died for us. Christ is the very mind 
of God translating itself into man. He is the full and 
complete thought of God, expressing the very soul of 
God. “The Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us.” 
The Jews hated Christ and attempted to kill Him, be- 
cause He made Himself equal with God, John 5:18. Their 
charge before Pilate, on which He was crucified, was that 
“by our law he ought to die, because he had made him- 
self the Son of God,” John 19:7. Christ is the miraculously 
conceived, virgin-born, pre-existent Son of God. Every 
lover of the Lord Jesus will hold fast to this doctrine, and 
call no man a brother in Christ who denies that Jesus 
is what He claimed to be, the very Son of God. Jesus 
declared Himself to be the Son of God, but He spent no 
time arguing about it. When Satan asked Him to show 
His supernatural power in the temptation, He refused. 

He refused to work miracles before Herod. He hid His 
power from the scoffing Pharisees. After healing, He 
instructed the one healed not to make it known. It is 
not true that the miracles of Jesus were to prove that 
He was the Son of God. Christ put the emphasis on the 
fact that He was a man. He could have called Himself 
God, or the Son of God, but He called Himself the Son 
of Man. When Pilate said, “Behold the man,” he was 
right—the seed of the woman should bruise the serpent’s 
head. 

We shall never know the love and mercy of God toward 
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the lost sons of Adam until we understand that Christ 
became flesh and dwelt among us as a man. When the 
Son of Man was baptized by John, the Spirit of God 
descended upon Him, His power for service to withstand 
Satan, and subdue the appetite of man. After the temp- 
tation in the wilderness, He returned to Nazareth and 
declared that the Spirit of the Lord was upon Him. He 
had anointed Him to preach the gospel to the poor, to 
heal the brokenhearted, to preach deliverance to the 
captives, and recovering of sight to the blind, to set at 
liberty them that are bruised, to preach the acceptable 
year of the Lord. Behold the MAN, the Man who reveals 
God. Man could not look on the face of God and live, 
but when Jesus came in human form, thousands thronged 
Him to heart the story of salvation to the lost sons of 
Adam. He preached good news about God. He walked 
unafraid in an unfriendly universe because He knew God 
so well. There were no doubts in Jesus. He had relationship 
with God. The lilies in their purity come from God. The 
birds are cared for by God. Daily bread comes from God. 
Nothing is too trivial for God’s attention. He said, “Pray 
to thy Father in secret, and thy Father, who seeth in 
secret, will reward thee openly.” 

God sent His only begotten Son into the world, not 
because of what man possessed, not because of what 
he was, but because of what he could become. “As many 
as received him, to them he gave power to become the 
sons of God.” Man was created in God’s own image. The 
thing which encourages us to go on is that now and 
again men and women do achieve, right here on earth, 
some measure of God’s expectation of us. Through the 
second Adam, many have been made righteous, or ac- 
quitted and declared righteous. 


GOD GAVE ADAM AND EVE an existence 
on earth under the most favorable circumstances. The 
hills, the valleys, and the plains, which were covered 
with herds of cattle and flocks of sheep, were theirs. 
God saw everything that He had made for man, and, 
behold, it was very good. God made His first covenant 
with Adam. It included seven requirements which were: 
replenish the earth, subdue the earth, have dominion 
over the animal creation, partake of a vegetable diet only, 
till the soil in the garden, abstain from eating of the 
tree of the knowledge of good and evil. If they disobeyed, 
physical death would be their punishment. The result 
was that both Adam and Eve disobeyed God and were 
expelled from their kingdom. 

After the fall of man, God’s mercy was made mani- 
fest. He promised a Redeemer and revealed that He 
would be born of a woman and that He would defeat 
Satan and restore man’s dominion, through the coming 
seed of the woman. Because man is created with a 
spiritual nature, God can lift the man who is bound 
in sin, even earth’s saddest failure, by-the way of the 
cross, to heaven’s purity and heaven’s glory. 

Man can choose what course he desires to take. He 
can go forward and upward to a life of victory, a life 
in which he can have fellowship with God.

INCE GOD BROUGHT the word “appetite” to my 
S mind, I think of the very important subject of 
fasting; it is too much neglected among children 
of God today. Some say they don’t feel led to fast, while 
others say it is foolishness. Let’s see if the Word teaches 
it, and if it pays. Esther and her maidens fasted three 
days (when she learned that Haman sought revenge up- 
on the Jews and obtained a decree of the king to put them 
to death). Even the Jews fasted, and many lay in sack- 
cloth and ashes, which America should be doing today, 
for the Church is truly in danger. The result was, the 
king granted Esther’s request to save her people, and in 
the day that the enemies of the Jews hoped to have power 
over them, the Jews had rule over their enemies who 
hated them. ; 

We do not hear the scriptures on fasting explained of- 
ten. In Psalm 109:24 David said, “My knees are weak 
through fasting, and my flesh faileth of fatness”; “I hum- 
bled my soul with fasting.” He was a man after God’s 
own heart. Many people are sick and afflicted because 
they fail to fast and pray. 

Jesus fasted forty days before He performed great mir- 
acles. Daniel fasted twenty-one days, and he alone saw 


the vision. Paul suffered in fastings often. Jesus said 
fast in secret and we would be rewarded openly. 

Jesus said, “Take heed to yourselves lest at any time 
your hearts be overcharged with surfeiting and drunken- 
ess and cares of this life, so that day come upon you un- 
awares.” “Surfeiting” means indulgence to excess, espe- 
cially in eating or dinking. The way some of us eat, ob- 
servers would think we only knew the scriptures. “If we 
are willing and obedient, we shall eat the good of the 
land,” but it teaches to be temperate in all things. Prov- 
erbs 23:20, 21 says, “Be not among winebibbers; among 
riotous eaters of flesh; for the drunkard and the glutton 
shall come to poverty.” The lust of the flesh causes us to 
miss many good spiritual feasts. We, like Esau, can easily 
sell our birthright for a mess of pottage. We find in 
Deuteronomy 21:20 that gluttons and drunkards were 
stoned to death, to put evil away from among them, that 
all Israel should hear and fear. This would cause God’s 
children to hear and fear today if the Bible wére read 
more in proving ourselves. Paul wrote to the saints at 
Philippi to follow him and mark them which walk so, as 
he was their example, for many walked as enemies of the 
cross of Christ, whose end is destruction, whose God is 
their belly, and who mind earthly things. Oh, the bless- 
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ings we miss because we keep our minds on earthly things 
and cares of this life! Proper eating and scriptural fast- 
ing is very essential to both physical and spiritual health. 


BECAUSE iniquity abounds, the love of many 
has waxed cold. In The Songs of Solomon 8:6, the Church 
says to Christ, “Set me as a seal upon thine arm: for love 
is strong as death, jealousy is cruel as the grave; the 
coals thereof are coals of fire, which hath a most vehem- 
ent flame.” Christ’s new commandment is that “ye love 
one another as I have loved you. By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples, if ye have love one to 
(show it, prove your own selves) another.” If we are not 
careful, we will be so self-centered we will help others to 
backslide by nct having love one to another. We can be 


so happy and make others happy if we put God first, oth- 
ers next, and ourselves last. 

How many people, young and old, are discouraged and 
backslidden because we have failed to show our love. How 
many have left the Church before they received the bless- 
ings in store for them, because the members got together 
with a favorite group and did not make them feel at 
home. This happens much among the young people. 


How many churches have gone on the rocks because of 
a jealous spirit in some of the members. Oh, how hearts 
suffer and break because jealousy has taken the place of 
love in a family or church? Until we have felt the effects 
of these things ourselves, we do not realize how we’ve 
failed others, so let’s take stock of how we are showing 
our love to others. 

God loves us with an everlasting love, and with loving- 
kindness He has drawn us unto Him. With love we draw 
others to Him. Satan could get advantage of us, but we 
are not ignorant of His devices. “Thou art inexcusable, 
O man.” 

Boastfulness is a besetting sin in the lives of many 
Christians today, and they do not even seem to be aware 
of it. A minister who boasts soon finds that he is not 
needed so much as he once was, even though God gives 
him wonderful messages when he does preach. Our influ- 
ence can be killed by our own tongues. Proverbs 17:2 says, 
“Let another man praise thee; a stranger and not thine 
lips”; 25:27, “. .. for men to search their own glory is not 
glory.” God help us to realize that our help comes from 
God and that others are as wise as we could ever be. A 
boastful spirit can also cause us to want to do all the 
talking and not enough listening. Let’s try to remember 
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that others like to talk as well as to listen. We can cer- 
tainly get a black eye, spiritually, by using the letter “I” 
too much. Many are getting or taking their rewards here 
and will have none coming when they get to the end of 
the way. God is due all the honor and glory, for without 
Him we can do nothing. An angel smote King Herod, and 
he was eaten of worms and gave up the ghost because he 
gave not God the glory. I like to hear ministers use the 
word “we,” meaning the Father, Son, Holy Ghost, and I, 
when telling of their work for the Lord. 

Let us pray more like David in Psalm 139:23, 24, 
“Search me, O God, and know my heart; try me and 
know my thoughts, and see if there be any wicked way in 
me, and lead me in the way everlasting.” 


LET US BE CAREFUL to forsake not the as- 
sembling of ourselves together as the manner of some is, 
and so much more as we see the day approaching. Very 
small and weak excuses keep people away from places of 
worship, but big things do not hinder them from going to 
other places. No matter what kind of weather, how bad 
they feel, nor what hour they have to go to their work for 
the material things of life, they get there, and on time. 
The enemy tries to make it so hard for us to get to Sun- 
day School by ten o’clock on Sunday morning, and we 
rush to get the house all in order for fear company comes. 
But we don’t think anything about leaving things topsy- 
turvy to get to a sale downtown at a much earlier hour. If 
all Americans had patience to stand and wait in lines 
and crowds for the blessings of God as they do for the 
material things of life and to see a show, how blessed 
would our land be, with no fear of war or Communism. 


Let us try harder to realize Paul’s words in 2 Corinthi- 
ans 5:9, 10, “Wherefore we labor that . . . we may be ac- 
cepted of him. For we must all appear before the judg- 
ment seat of Christ; that every one may receive the 
things done in his body whether it be good or bad.” “For 
if the righteous scarcely be saved, where shall the ungodly 
and the sinner appear?” Yes, we can be partakers of His 
divine nature, and the time is come that judgment must 
begin at the house of God. If it first begin at us, what 
shall the end be of them that obey not the gospel of God? 

If you are a candidate for the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, make a thorough examination of your heart and 
mind. An unforgiving, jealous, selfish, or hateful spirit of 
any kind will have to go before the Dove of Peace will 
come in. If the presence of someone else hinders you, 
that is probably the thing to which you will have to die 
out. Just a few minutes before I received my Baptism, 
Satan whispered to me, “Now So and So is here, and you 
can’t praise the Lord before them and keep your mind on 
God enough to pray through to the Holy Ghost.” I said, 
“Devil, I mean to have the blessing tonight, no matter 
what they say about me.” Then I began to speak in 
tongues. A precious sister who is a minister said she just 
couldn’t receive the blessing as long as her mother-in-law, 
who was an unbeliever, was with her, but she realized 
she would have to overcome that, and when she prayed 
through, her mother-in-law was looking on. 


AMONG THE SEVEN things which are abom- 
ination unto God are hands that shed innocent blood, 
Proverbs 16:17-20. In Isaiah 1:15 God said, “I will hide 
mine eyes from you; yea, when ye make many prayers, 
I will not hear; your hands are full of blood, wash you, 
make you clean; put away the evil of your doings from 
before mine eyes; cease to do evil. Your iniquities have 
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separated between you and your God, and your sins have 
hid his face from you that he will not hear, for your 
hands are defiled with blood.” Did you present your body 
a living sacrifice to use for His glory and present to Him 
children that He can use for missionaries? or have you re- 
belled and shed innocent blood, and said, “We cannot af- 
ford a larger family,” in order to buy material things of 
life, from which God never gets any glory. Many homes 
go on the rocks because God does not have His way. Many 
have suffered in body and died of cancer and other terri- 
ble diseases because the sacred laws of God were broken. 
We often hear people say, “It costs too much to have a 
large family.” We limit God’s resources. God owns the 
cattle of a thousand hills. He is able to perform that 
which He has promised, and if we are trusting Him, He 
will supply our every need. An elderly minister who had 
a large family once said, “God can take care of a large 
family as well as He can a small one.” I’ve never known 
that family to be in need, and it produced three or four 
fine Church of God preachers. God ‘alone knows how 
many souls have come to Him through the preaching and 
singing of this fine family. Too, there are families in sin 
that may be too large; they do not trust and obey God. 
Lust demons take hold of Christians and sinners and 
cause too much suffering, sin, and confusion. We are told, 
“In all thy ways acknowledge him (who has all power).” 


If Mary, the mother of Jesus had been like some Chris- 
tian mothers today, God could not have bestowed upon 
her the honor of presenting Our Saviour to the world. Ex- 
amine yourselves whether ye be in the faith. All murder- 
ers are not behind prison bars, you know. Jesus said in 
Luke 12:2, “For there is nothing covered that shall not be 
known.” Proverbs 28:13, “He that covereth his sins shall 
not prosper.” Job 34:21, “His eyes are upon the ways of 
man, and he seeth all his doings.” God shall bring every 
work into judgment. Be not deceived, God is not mocked, 
for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also reap. 
God said to Cain, “What hast thou done? Thy brother’s 
blood crieth unto me from the ground.” Turn to God. The 
blood of Christ will cover your sins. 

“My son, if sinners entice thee, consent thou not. If 
they say, Come with us, cast in thy lot among us: my son, 
walk not thou in the way with them; refrain they foot 
from their path, for their feet run to evil.” 

Does your Christian life influence your sinner friends 
to partake of things spiritual and uplifting? or do you 
let their little no harm sins come into your life and sap 
your victory until you are blind to the truth, which tells 
us, “Take heed to thyself that thou be not snared by fol- 
lowing them.” 

Does an unsaved member of your family continually 
find excuses to keep the whole family from attending 
services until you have about given up in despair? Re- 
member, prisons are full of men and women who be- 
came criminals and prostitutes because father or mother, 
who once knew God, had the backbone of a jellyfish and 
not enough of God’s grit and grace to obey God rather 
than man, and gave up the fight and let the devil take 
over long ago. 

God help us to earnestly contend for the faith which 
was once delivered unto the saints who had enough of 
the zeal of God that the Spirit of the Lord could lift up a 
standard against the devil when he came in like a flood, 
for he is walking about as a roaring lion seeking whom he 
may devour because he knows he has but a short time.

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It is not my purpose to discuss the doctrine of “the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost” in this article, but rather to 
set forth some facts concerning the ministry of the Holy 
Spirit which have been of untold blessing to me. 


Part 1 


OHN THE BAPTIST, in a few terse sentences, gives 

us an insight into the twofold purpose of Jesus 

Christ on the earth. These are recorded for us by 
St. John (1:29-34): “The next day John seeth Jesus com- 
ing unto him, and saith, Behold the Lamb of God, WHICH 
TAKETH AWAY THE SIN OF THE WORLD. This is he 
of whom I said, After me cometh a man which is pre- 
ferred before me: for he was before me. And I knew him 
not: but that he should be made manifest unto Israel, 
therefore am I come baptizing with water. And John 
bare record, saying, I saw the Spirit descending from 
heaven like a dove, and it abode upon him. And I knew 
him not: but he that sent me to baptize with water, the 
same said unto me, Upon whom thou shalt see the Spirit 
descending, and remaining on him, the same is HE 
WHICH BAPTIZETH WITH THE HOLY GHOST. And I 
saw, and bare record that this is the Son of God.” 


A careful reading of these verses reveals a number of 
important things, but to me the most significant is that 
Calvary is linked with Pentecost. God has forever joined 
these two, and let no man put them asunder. Calvary 
without Pentecost is formality, and Pentecost without 
Calvary is fanaticism. The ministry of the Holy Spirit 
is inseparably bound up with the ministry of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. The Spirit, in His gracious work of quicken- 
ing, renewing, and sanctifying, has respect to Christ and 
His work. If the sinner is quickened by Him, he is “quick- 
ened together with Christ,” Ephesians 2:4. If he is 
washed by Him (1 Corinthians 6:1), he is “washed from 
his sins in the blood of Christ,” Revelation 1:5. If he has 
“a new spirit put within him,” it is “the Spirit of God’s 
Son sent forth into his heart,” Galatians 4:6. If he is 
newly modeled as to his moral nature, it is after the 
moral image of Christ. If he is graciously constituted a 
new man, it is “in Christ Jesus,” 2 Corinthians 5:17. And, 
finally, when his “vile body” is to be quickened and 
changed, it is to “be fashioned after the glorious body of 
the Son of God,” Philippians 3:21. 

Jesus Christ, during His ministry on earth, was careful 
to speak often concerning the work of the Holy Ghost, 
and teaches us that this should be the character of the 
Spirit’s work, that it should, in the highest degree, “bear 
witness of him.” A few references from St. John’s Gospel 
will suffice to demonstrate this truth: “But when the 
Comforter is come, whom I will send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from 
the Father, he shall testify (bear witness) of me,” John 
15:26. “For he shall not speak of himself, but whatsoever 
he shall hear, that shall he speak; and he will show you 
things to come. He will glorify me: for he shall receive 
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of mine, and shall shew it unto you,” John 16:13, 14. “But 
the Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, whom the Father 
will send in my name, he shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you,” John 14:26. “All things that the Father 
hath are mine; therefore said I that he shall take of 
mine, and shall shew it unto you,” John 16:15. 

Notice these inspiring, illuminating, refreshing 
phrases: “teach you all things,” “bring all things to your 
remembrance whatsoever I have said unto you,” “he 
shall testify of me,” “guide you into all truth,” “he shall 
glorify me,” “take of mine and shew it unto you.” 

It was the distinct promise of Jesus that if His regen- 
erated followers waited in the upper room, the Holy Spir- 
it would come to guide, to reveal, to teach, to endue, and 
to lead into all truth. Make no mistake. Without Him the 
truth that He alone can reveal will never be known. 
Without His presence and ability to explain, no mind can 
grasp the truth and no heart encompass the glory. Thus 
JESUS NOT ONLY TAKES AWAY THE SIN OF THE 
WORLD, BUT HE BAPTIZES WITH THE HOLY GHOST. 


BRIEFLY, WHAT IS the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost? The term is scriptural, and, praise the Lord, so is 
the experience. It is recorded in the second chapter of 
the Acts of the Apostles that on the day of Pentecost they 
were ALL FILLED WITH THE HOLY GHOST AND BE- 
GAN TO SPEAK WITH OTHER TONGUES AS THE 
SPIRIT GAVE THEM UTTERANCE. The BAPTISM OF 
THE HOLY GHOST WAS THE COMING OF THE HOLY 
GHOST, the Third Person of the Trinity, into their re- 
generated hearts and lives. Being a person, He could 
speak, and speak He did. He used their vocal powers to 
express Himself in announcing His coming and the fact 
that He was there. They were baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, and that meant that they had received A PER- 
SON, THE HOLY SPIRIT. I feel that I should EMPHA- 
SIZE this truth—they HAD RECEIVED A REAL PERSON. 
We must never make the mistake of placing the em- 
phasis on the experience rather than on the Person. 
When we do, we cannot help but hinder the operation 
of the Holy Spirit in our lives. Experiences belong to yes- 
terday. The Holy Ghost belongs to today and tomorrow. 
If the heart is open and the life dedicated, let me tell 
you that there are glories waiting to be revealed. Thank 
God for the experience and manifestations, but remem- 
ber, after all, these manifestations are only incidental 
to the paramount reality. The Holy Ghost has come; the 
paraclete is given; the promise of Jesus is vindicated— 
baptized in the Holy Ghost, completely surrendered to 
Him, who can TEACH US ABOUT THE LORD JESUS 


CHRIST. 


I 
HE IS THE SPIRIT OF REVELATION, GIVING US A 
KNOWLEDGE OF JESUS CHRIST 


I WOULD PLACE this as the first of the 
fourfold ministry of the Holy Spirit. Regeneration places 
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us “IN CHRIST” and gives us a place in the family of 
God and ACCESS TO “ALL SPIRITUAL BLESSINGS.” 
In fact, as far as the Father is concerned, “we are blessed 
with all spiritual blessings in heavenly places in Christ,” 
Ephesians 1:3. We are sons of God, “heirs of God and 
JOINT-HEIRS WITH CHRIST,” Romans 8:17. Everything 
is in Christ. The scriptures are clear on this: “IN WHOM 
ARE HID ALL THE TREASURES OF WISDOM AND 
KNOWLEDGE,” Colossians 2:3. “That I should preach 
among the Gentiles the unsearchable riches of Christ,” 
Ephesians 3:8. “Therefore let no man glory in men. For 
all things are yours; whether Paul, or Apollos, or Cephas, 
or the world, or life, or death, or things present, or things 
to come; all are yours; and ye are Christ’s; and 
Christ is God’s,” 1 Corinthians 3:21-23. Believers 
are here and now sons of God. 1 John 3:1. Jesus 
said, “All that the Father hath are mine,”, John 16:15. 
THE SCRIPTURES UNQUALIFIEDLY TEACH THAT ALL 
THINGS ARE GIVEN TO THE BELIEVER IN CHRIST, 
but while they teach this, they also teach that it is the 
SOLE PREROGATIVE OF THE HOLY GHOST TO RE- 
VEAL WHAT THESE THINGS ARE. God has so fixed it, 
and wisely, that no carnal Christian, nor unregenerated 
man, can find these treasures in Christ. “But as it is 
written, Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man, the things which God 
hath prepared for them that LOVE HIM,” 1 Corinthians 
2:9. “But the natural man receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God; for they are FOOLISHNESS unto him; 
NEITHER CAN HE KNOW THEM, BECAUSE THEY ARE 
SPIRITUALLY DISCERNED,” 1 Corinthians 2:14. “But if 
our gospel be hid, it is hid to them that are lost,” 2 
Corinthians 4:3. 

Since the riches are unsearchable, hid in Christ, and 
no man can see them or know them, what benefit are 
they? Has God, the Father, provided riches that are un- 
obtainable? Did Christ become poor that we, through His 
poverty, might be rich and then leave us without access 
to these riches? LET THE BIBLE GIVE US THE AN- 
SWERS. John 16:7, “It is expedient for YOU that I go 
away: for if I go not away, THE COMFORTER WILL 
NOT COME UNTO YOU; but if I depart, I will send him 
unto you.” John 16:14, “He shall glorify me; for he shall 
receive of mine and shall SHEW IT UNTO YOU. ALL 
THINGS THAT THE FATHER HATH ARE MINE: 
THEREFORE SAID I, That he SHALL TAKE OF MINE, 
AND SHALL SHEW IT UNTO YOU.” What a powerful, 
all-inclusive declaration from the lips of Him who spoke 
with authority. Let us paraphrase this statement: Jesus 
says, “All that the Father hath is mine. When the Holy 
Ghost comes he will reveal to you what these riches are, 
that you may share with me as joint-heirs. I am going to 
Calvary, and through my death and resurrection I will 
gain for you complete victory over the devil, and open 
the door for you into the bank of heaven, wherein I will 
make all the riches of my Father available to you. You 
do not know what this great wealth is, but the Holy 
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Ghost does, and when he comes he will REVEAL IT TO 
YOU.” Hallelujah! 


PAUL REITERATES this identical truth 
in 1 Corinthians 2:10-12. We saw in verse 9, quoted 
above, that it is utterly impossible for man to see, or hear, 
or know the things God hath prepared for them that love 
Him. NOW NOTICE CAREFULLY VERSE 10: “But God 
HATH REVEALED THEM UNTO US (SPIRITUAL BE- 
LIEVERS) BY HIS SPIRIT; FOR THE SPIRIT SEARCH- 
ETH ALL THINGS, YEA. THE DEEP THINGS OF GOD. 
FOR WHAT man knoweth the things of man, save the 
spirit of man which is in him? even so the THINGS OF 
GOD KNOWETH NO MAN, but THE SPIRIT OF GOD. 
Now listen reverently as PAUL STATES THE PURPOSE 
OF THE HOLY SPIRIT: Verse 12, “NOW WE HAVE re- 
ceived not the spirit which is of the world, BUT THE 
SPIRIT WHICH IS OF GOD, THAT WE MIGHT KNOW 
THE THINGS THAT ARE FREELY GIVEN US OF GOD.” 
What could be clearer? We have received the SPIRIT OF 
GOD THAT WE MIGHT KNOW the things that are freely 
given to us of God. The Spirit does this BY QUICKENING 
THE SCRIPTURES to our understanding, and baptizing 
our brains with the WORD. “He that spared not his own 
Son, but delivered him up FOR US ALL, how shall he not 
with him also FREELY GIVE US ALL THINGS?” Romans 
8:32. BELIEVE ME, Christian! All things are freely given 
to us. THE HOLY GHOST waits to reveal these things to 
us, that in ALL THINGS WE MAY BE MORE THAN CON- 
QUERORS. The Holy Ghost testifies of Jesus Christ 
through the Word. The Word is the Sword of the Spirit. 
Just a theoretical knowledge of the Word is not enough— 
it must be the Word quickened by the power of the Holy 
Spirit. 

Paul, the apostle, in his letter to the church at Ephesus, 
offers a prayer which is a commentary on what I have 
stated. Remember that Paul wrote to people who had 
been saved, sanctified, filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
were members of the Church. With this in mind, study 
his prayer in Ephesians 1:15-23. I shall quote it in part: 
“Cease not to give thanks for you, making mention of you 
in my prayers; that the God of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Father of glory, may give unto you the spirit of wisdom 
and revelation in the knowledge of him: THE EYES OF 
YOUR UNDERSTANDING BEING ENLIGHTENED; that 
ye may know what is the hope of his calling, and WHAT 
IS THE RICHES OF THE GLORY OF HIS INHERITANCE 
IN THE SAINTS, and WHAT IS THE EXCEEDING 
GREATNESS OF HIS POWER TO USWARD WHO BE- 
LIEVE, according to the working of his mighty power, 
which he wrought in Christ when he raised him from the 
dead, and set him at his own right hand in the heavenly 
places, far above all principality, and power, and might, 
and dominion, and every NAME THAT IS NAMED, not 
only in this world but also in that which is to come: AND 
HATH PUT ALL THINGS UNDER HIS FEET, and gave 
him to be head over ALL THINGS TO THE CHURCH,

WHICH IS HIS BODY, THE FULNESS OF HIM THAT 
FILLETH ALL IN ALL,” Ephesians 1:16-23. Can our finite 
minds grasp this? Can we comprehend the incomprehen- 
sible? Can a teacup contain the ocean? Never! A thou- 
sand times no! But THE HOLY SPIRIT CAN. HE KNOW- 
ETH ALL THINGS. HE WAITS TO REVEAL THEM TO 
US AND TO ENLARGE OUR CAPACITY TO TAKE IN 
MORE AND MORE OF THE THINGS WHICH ARE OURS 
IN CHRIST. You can almost hear the deep longing of 
Paul’s heart as it burst forth in this petition. How anxious 
he was that believers would DAILY GO ON AN EVER IN- 
CREASING KNOWLEDGE OF JESUS CHRIST. Be re- 
minded that Paul’s prayer for the church at Ephesus is a 
prayer for all believers. He knew there were riches untold 
in Christ and understood very definitely that they COULD 
ONLY COME BY REVELATION, AND revelation could on- 
ly come to those WHO SURRENDERED UNRESERVEDLY 
TO THEIR LORD JESUS. 

May we open our lives to the unfailing guidance of the 
Holy Spirit. God grant that we shall not allow prayerless- 
ness, our work, people, devil or demons to keep us from 
COMMUNING WITH HIM WHO IS OUR ALL IN ALL. It 
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is not enough to be saved, sanctified, and filled with the 
Holy Ghost, blessed as these experiences are. They can all 
be received in a matter of minutes. BUT JESUS CHRIST 
IS OF UNFOLDING BEAUTY. In Him is the rareness of 
the orchid, the fragrance of the rose, and the pureness of 
the lily. Salvation is not something to endure but SOME-

CHRISTIANS PERSECUTED 

One of our fine missionaries report- 
ed to us today the following: “Along 
about Easter time in a small town 
near the capital, 300 religious fanatics 
marched on two gospel chapels armed 
with machetes, clubs, and _ stones. 
They smashed the chapel’s furniture 
and about demolished the chapels, in- 
juring 22 believers, 6 seriously, and 
killing the pastor outright. 

“This is what seems to be a new 
movement from the Catholics, called 
the Catechists. They are bitter against 
the gospel and, no doubt, are carrying 
out orders from their leaders. We are 
classed by them as Communists, as 
their pretext for assault. 

“On the other hand, we are classed 
in the Capitalist bracket by some, yet 
I hurry to say we have more liberty 
than we have ever had of late to 
spread the blessed message of the gos- 
pel before our Lord comes and we 
know not how long we will have this 
privilege. 

“In a certain institution, one of the 
head ladies told me a little over a 
month ago, ‘We are living with our 
suitcases comes. We never know 
when we will get orders to move.’ ”

sionaries.

try to make it last until we return. 





DISLOYALTY TO THE TEACHINGS 
OF THE LORD 


G. Campbell Morgan 


“Apostasy is not finally intellectual; 
it is volitional; but it is closely united 
with the intellectual. It may be very 
difficult for us to say whether apostasy 
from Christ, the denial of faith, the 
turning of the back upon the Lord 
Himself, begins with intellectual 
doubt, or moral declension. If I were 
asked personally for an opinion— 
which I shall give only as a personal 
opinion—I should be inclined to say 
that the very order in which Jude has 
stated it, is a revelation of the order 
in which it happened. 

“First some moral declension, some 
disobedience to the Lord Himself, 
some turning of the grace of God into 
lasciviousness, the outcome of which 
is some denial of the Lord and Master 
Himself. My own conviction is that 
heresy within the Church is almost 
invariably the outcome of disloyalty 
to the teaching of the Lord at some 
point in the life. When a man turns 
the grace of God into lasciviousness, 
when he consents to act upon the 
idea that because he stands in grace, 
therefore his conduct is of very little 
moment, he is apostatizing. That is 
the most terrible of all apostasies. 

“There have been periods when that 
apostasy has been formulated into a 
definite doctrine; the antinomian 
heresy declared that because a man is 
in Christ he cannot be lost, and there- 
fore it matters little what his conduct 





may be, because nothing he can do 
can sever as between Christ and him- 
self. That is apostasy in its worst form. 
No man can hold that doctrine with- 
out denying the Lord and Master. That 
is to deny everything, for which he 
stood; to deny the real meaning and 
purpose of His dying, to deny the 
whole purpose of His heart, as He 
came to destroy the works of the 
Devil, in order to make possible to 
man a life of purity, to save man not 
merely from the punishment of sin, 
but from sin itself. 

“To continue in sin that grace may 
abound is to deny the perfection of 
His person; the passion of His heart 
that bore Him through the Cross; and 
His purpose for the establishment of 
the Kingdom of God in righteousness 
and holiness through the whole 
world.”—

ERMANY 

NEW YORK (EP) Evangelical cler- 
gymen are “disappearing” in the 
Soviet Zone of Germany in much 
larger numbers than reported by any 
press agency, according to Dr. John 
A. Scherzer, secretary of the National 
Lutheran Council’s Desk of European 
Affairs, here in New York. Accord- 
ing to Scherzer, “suddenly they are not 
to be found, and no information as 
to their whereabouts is to be obtained. 
The Soviet Zone police hide behind 
the claim of total ignorance, and in- 
timate that the clergymen may have 
joined the flow of refugees escaping 
to the West.” 

WARNING OF “BIBLE RACKET” 

(EP) Many Christians in this 
country are being solicited by letters 
from South African natives, asking for 
copies of the Bible. The Sudan Interior 
Mission has warned that many times 
the Bible paper is used for rolling 
cigarettes. The Alliance Weekly tells 
of another racket—a growing tribe of 
self-proclaimed “prophets” who adopt 
some of the Bible names, wear flow- 
ing robes, and carry Bibles. They are 
finding their prophetic role quite prof- 
itable. When occasion demands, they 
can also serve as witch doctors with a 
quick change of dress. 


RECORD DEMAND FOR BIBLES 
IN WORLD 


NEW YORK (EP) The demand for 
Bibles is the greatest in world history 
and far outstrips the supply, the 
American Bible Society was told at its 
137th annual meeting

ere. “Never be- 


fore has there been such a demand 
for this message of life,” said Dr. 
Eugene A. Nida, the Bible Society’s 
secret for translations. He has just 
returned from a 15-month round-the- 
world trip, during which he visited 30 
countries on five continents and as- 
sisted with dozens of new translations 
and revisions of existing editions. 

“Not only is there a demand for 
more Bibles, but for more easily un- 
derstood ones,” Dr. Nida said, adding 
that “there are more revisions of the 
Bible going on now than at any other 
time in the history of Christendom.” 
He revealed that some part of the 
Bible has not been translated into 
languages that 90 per cent of the 
world’s population can understand. Dr. 
Nida said that besides the new Re- 
vised Version of the Bible, issued last 
year by the National Council of 
Churches and which has sold more 
than 1,500,000 copies, three additional 
Protestant versions are under way. He 
did not disclose what these versions 
were. Revisions also are under way 
for Bibles in Japanese, Tagalog, 
Cebuano, Marshallese, Indonesian, 
Thai, Hindustani, Urdu, Zulu, Chiluba, 
Bulu, Hausa, Brazilian Portuguese and 
Spanish, Dr. Nida reported. 

At the meeting here, the Society was 
presented with the first translation of 
the New Testament into the language 
of the Navajo Indians. The Navajo 
language, regarded as one of the most 
complicated in the world, was first 
reduced to writing by Bible translators 
in 1910. The New Testament transla- 
tion has been in preparation since 
then. Mrs. Karl Dalton, a Navajoy, who 
is a member of the Presbyterian 
Ganado Mission in Ganado, Ariz., 
flew here with a hand-bound copy and 
formally presented it to Dr. Nida. It 
will be published by the American 
Bible Society in the new orthography 
required by the U. S. Government. 

It was announced that the Ameri- 
can Bible Society has distributed 
435,792,985 volumes of Scriptures since 
its organization in 1816. 

WOULD SELL LIQUOR TO MINORS 

TALLAHASSEE, Florida (EP) A bill 
to permit minors of the armed services 
to buy and consume liquor was intro- 


duced recently in the Florida legis- 
lature. The measure is sponsored by 
Rep. A. Morley Darbey who asserted 
that youth old enough to fight is old 
enough to drink, if he chooses. The 
bill would legalize the sale of liquor 
to persons 18-21 on active duty with 
any branch of the armed services. The 
law as it stands now prohibits sale of 
alcoholic beverages to anyone under 
legal age. Proof of age and connection 
with the armed forces would be es- 
tablished by showing an identification 
card, which all servicemen are re- 
quired to carry.
